Negro Battles Posse of 100 


Men for Seven Hours Be- 
fore Being Killed and 
Taken—Had Shot Em- 
ployer—Nine 
Three Fatally.

DREW, Miss"., Dec- 16.—This little 


village, nestling in the swamps of the 
'Mississippi ' delta, awoke 
from

slumbers today and counted its dead— 
the human, toll exacted yesterday in 
the spectacular gun battle between 
Joe Pullen, negro tenant farmer, and 
a posse of .several hundred men. 
Four men, including the negro, lost 


their lives.In the battle, which ranged 
until one o'clock this morning when 
Euiieri, riddled with bullets, was cap- 
tured and brought here. Nine others 
were wounded, three of them perhaps 
fatally.

Pullen was sighted several 
times during the afternoon but each 
time he proved the better marksman. 
One by one he dropped his pursuers 
from ambush. 
By the time he had 
reache dthe-drainage ditch, the negro 
had brought down eleven members of 
the posse, , which by this time had 
been increased several hundred men. 
His twelfth victim was "Bud" Dog- 
gett..who was shot while assisting in 
placing the machine gun.
